He has promised to ad- 
vance other 60,000, at a very low. in- 
terest, on condition that the former sam 
be made up., This would. give -us 
$100,000, a sum fully adequate for the 
suecessful prosecution ‘of the undertak- 
ing, and which would be amply ‘sulti- 
cient for the erection of o building at 
onee a credit and a boon to the Colony.” 
The $50,000 hore referred .to was en- 
tered in the form of preferential shares.

THE POLICE, WATE¢ AND LIGHTING RATE. 
Mr Ryrie asked whetber thore was any 
asibility of reducing the police, water and 

i hting rate, Ale was an advocste of light 
taxation, sind bad for years been of opinion 
that if they could radttce this rete to some- 
thing like what it ts in Shanghal, i¢ would 
‘be a benefit to the Colony. b 
The Governor ssid he had already made, 
for one year, & great redaction which showed 
his disposltion to reduce taxation, if pos: 
Bible, He should be very heppy to consider 
a tednetion, provided the Colony was pro- 
vided with some other source of revenue. 
As thoy were awere be had had to strengthen 
the Police Force, to provide steam launches, 
and allow for cortain enlargemonts in the 
Police, All that required money. The 
Fire Brigude, Police and Water Rates, 
twelre per cont., were high, he admitted. 
Ho should like to reduce them, bat at the 
same titne he was endoavouring to spend 
the money for the purposes for which it was 
voted. With regard to the lighting of the 
town, he had increased the vote from 
22 000 or $23,000 to $26,000, and he had 
proposed to the Company that lighted the 
town with gas that they might consider the 
propriety of -increxsing the number of 
ighta and ‘reducing the cost per light. His 
potal wae now, ab Mr Kyrie was aware, 
Betore the Company. is own sugges- 
tion was that they should make a reduction 
of thirty-three.per cont. in the cost, Ho ox- 
posted some reduction at all events. He 
next came to the Police. If we could ma- 
nage to reduce ctime by prevention, if we 
could convey totbecommunity complete con- 
fidenoe, if they were to be no longer alurm- 
ed about burglaries and assaults at vight, 
the Oolony would not only anve the property 
the thieves took, but would onable all ia 
the Volony to condact thelr business affairs 
with greater satisfaction. He knew no bet- 
ter economy than baving an efliciunt Poltoe 
Foros. But, ashe said, if they could sive him 
some other source of revenue, he should be 
happy to reduce those rates, Lf we had io 
this Colony, as they had In the ~traits, a 
Spirit Farm, we would have a large ox- 
tension of revenue which wou'd enable him 
at once to reducs considerably the houso 
tax, and in that way they would lay the 
charge on those unly who chose to spond 
their money in intoxicating drinks, te 
might mention one recent case in which a 
Company proposed to conduct in this Culuny 
the process of distilling ap'rits. He had put 
8 fee of $2,000 on that distillation of apirite. 
He need not tell them, if they took the 
uantity of spirits which this important and 
douriahang concern. could distil, this was 
nothing compared with what It would pay 
in Mauritiun, Ceylon, or England, This 
wascalculated on 4 very low scale, Ofcourse, 
if he had to: deal with.

It te 
pleasing to Bote that, however Mr Marsh 
may be regarded by the Hoad of the Execu- 
tive bere, his worth appeara to receive s 
moro accurate valuation from the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies. 
A FutaL accident occurred on board the 
steamer Vokien at Amoy on the evening of 
the 4th instant, Mr A. Leigh, Manager 
and Secretary of the Amoy Dock, had been 
on board the steamer dining with tho 
officers of that ship, and about half-past 9 
o'clock was making preparations to return 
home. For that purpose he baited bis four- 
oar dingy which had been in waiting, but 
bef re the boat could get alongride the un- 
fortunate gentleman came down the accom- 
modation Isdder, and ou reaching the bot- 
tom, took one more step than was necossary 
andfellintothe water. A very strong tide was 
ronolog at the time and be was rapidly car- 
ried away and fast drifted out of sight fn 
the darkness, Tbe boatmen rowed with 
will, but it was fally a hundred yards 
before they were able to reach their master. 
Mr Leigh wea a big and powerfully built 
man welghing over sixteen atone, and It was 
found utterly Impossible to take him out of 
the water into the fraildlngy. Tbe men 
therefore made all haste for the Dock, 
about a milo distant, towing him be ind 
them with his bead as much ss posable 
above water. On arriving at their destina- 
tion life was not quite extinot, bot all eff rts 
ata perfect resucitation proved unavailing 
and the unfortunate gentleman shortly 
succumbed. Mrs Lelgh, who bad accom- 
panied her husband on board the Fokien, 
witnessed the earlier part of the accident, 
but of course was not aware of the full ex 
tont of the oataatrophe till her arrival 
home, some time after his doath, The 
body was buried at 6 o'clock on the even- 
iug of the following day, with full Masonic 
honoare, a very large number of the mem 
bers of the Craft being present. The Teli 
gious part of the aervice was performed by 
the Revd. Mr Talmadge, assisted by the 
Revd. Mr MacGowan, Mr Leigh was well 
known in the vartous ports of China, and 
i peated by a wide ci

THE LATE A. LEIGH, AMOY. 


“A Brother” writes, in the Amoy 
Gazette as follows, concerning the late 
Mr A. Leigh, whose aad and sudden 
death is referred to elsewhere :— 

“The masons of Amoy have suffered 
@ great loss by the death of Wor, Brother 
A. Leigh, and it is fitting that some 
slight record of bis masonic career should 
be made, for the information of his nume- 
rous friends in the Craft here and 
elsewhere. 

“I believe that our late brother was a 
mason of nearly, if not quite, thirty yeara 
atanding, having been initiated shortly 
after his firat arrival in China at the 
Zetland Lodge, Hongkong. He himself 
alluded to this fact in a speech made at 
the Masonic Banquet which was held to 
commemorate the beginu'ng of Masonr: 
in Awoy on the llth December 1878. 
But it was not until the lonic Ledge of 
Amoy, No, 1781, E,C., was formed that 
Bro, Leigh became at all prominent in 
the Uraft, He was unanimously elected 
Junior Warden of that Lodge for. the 
year 1878, and in the following year 
became ‘he first master of the Corinthian, 
No. 1806, E.0,, boing at the same time 
appointed District Grand Direcor of 
Ceremonies of the Grand Lodge: of 
Hongkong and Soath China, . During 
the past year he haa eat in the Corinthian 
Lodge as LP.M, —

8tr,—I desire to thank “Opinion” for the 
courteous manner he has alluded to my 
letter on the above subject. I hear ob- 
jections would be raised to the Government 
making a fee payable on being sworn; bat 
as this would not, it may fairly be presumed, 
be more than a reasonable amount, surely 
the increased statua broker would gain by 
being so recognised would amply compensate 
him for the cost of a fee. 

Another mode by whioh the present dif- 
fionlties could be fairly met, would be by 
the leading gentlemen. of this profession 
forming a Committees te whom tho public 
could address matters in dispute'or report 
irregularities—the Committes having power 
if necessary to advertise that certain mem- 
bers had been struck off their rolls—egually 
so defaniting clients, The trouble really 
lies in there being, aa “ Opinion” well puts 
it, Brokera and trokers. Let the new re- 
gulations be introduced, and this distinction 
will cease at once, from tho fact that a 
client dealing with ony other than a Sworn 
Broker would have to take the same con- 
sequences as a client would, who, acting on 
legal ndvice not obtained through the usnal 
channels, would only have himself te thank 
if he got into difficulties through his actions. 
An advertised list of such brokers could be 
added to the local directory, and copies of 
the same be placed in the Supreme Court or 
other public offices, If thia ia done, a 
healthy tone may soon again reign in the 
ahare and other markets.

Qn the left is a sort, of reception 
room, and behind that o small eave ent 
out of the solid rock, in the centre of 
which stands Father Adam, “as large as 
life and twice ss natural,” the fig-leaf 
apron being replaced by a modern one 
of red cloth, embroidered by some of 
his daughters, if not by Mother Eve 
herself. We had a fine view of Chung- © 
ching and surrounding country, the day 
being clear and our position bigh. .The 
temple is pretty well kept by voluntary . 
contributions from visitors and pilgrims, 
who flock here after the New Year, in 
search of health if nothing else. 
Amongst the ‘piiests I found an old com- 
panion d'avmes, Major tu, who, after 
the siege of Siu-cheng, threw away the 
sword and sought the shepherd’s crook, 
and he now recommended me to do the 
same, telling his priestly comrades that 
T would make a good shepherd and 
would soon have lots of pilgrims tlock- 
ing to the Lao-kiun bt . A good 
dinner (vegetarian), was prepared ex- 
pressly for myself and attendants, 
and the eldest and youngest priests sat 
down to do the honours of the table at 
which I eat. Excellent whiskey made 
‘nthe establishment did duty for wine ; 

took a sip merely to be able to extol its 
xcellence. The old priest did justice to 
't, and appeared to relish a few cups, 
whilst the young one, like myself, 
abstained from quafing the tempting 
drought. 

The Visitors’ Book was brought out 
after dinner, with on intimation that. the 
smallest donation would be most thank- 
fully received, and that the temple was 
open to me always, whether for an oc- 
casional visit or a long and perpetual 
stay, My name having been duly in- 
sorthed on a red strip of paper in the 
Vi itors’ Register, L ished the priest 
good-bye, and descending the stiff in- 
cline rapidly, we reached the River and 
crossed it before dark, entering by the 
Tui-ping gate, satisfied with the day's 
outing, 

The news from Kwei-cho is that 
H.E. Cheia-yuh Ying has succeeded in 
stamping out the last of the Fau-tsen 
Shan brigands, who have defied the 
combined efforts of many battalions for 
years, and devastated many villages in 
the neighbourhood of that famous 
mountain, His Excellency, after having 
lad the captured desperadoes slough- 
tered, according to custom, had their 
hearts cut out and served up for hia 
dinner at table.

for some lime past a resident of Yokohama. 
Mr Keswick will not return to Japan, at 
least for some years, and his departure 
calls for a few worde of cordial farewell. 
Mr Keswick succeeded Mr Kdward Whit- 
tall, whon the latter gentleman retired from 
the firm of whion he had been the Yoko- 
hamn representative for several years, and 
at once gained the popularity which our 
extended knowledge of him bas served to 
strengthen. It may bo urged that vuledio 
tory addresses are too often couched in 
language of undue compliment, but in this 
instance it becomea a pleasurable act of 
duty to record the unvaryiug geniulity, 
courtesy, and gentleness which, combined 
with business acquirements and knowledge 
of the world, are the qualities that have 
seoured for Mr Keswick a larger circle of 
real friends. among foreigners and Japanese 
thon probably any previous resident ever 
enjoyed. It seamed in the natural order 
of things that Mr Keswick abould take tho 
lead in alt public amasewents and manly 
sports, aud that he should, in consequence, 
soon become a prominent figure in the 
commnnity. For every undertaking of a 
public or semi-public character, Mr Kes- 
wick, as a matter of conrse, was appealed 
to; and it speaks bighly for the kindliness 
of his nature that in every capacity ip 
which he haa acted in thers -metters his 
mame has been a guaranty for honour aud 
fairplay. His departure will be very much 
regretted; and all who have resided for 
any length of time in Yokohama know how 
to appreciate the loss the Settlement will 
sustain. His absence will be deeply felt ea 
time wears on.
